To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee. 

My  Lord,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual 
Keport  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  County  for  the  year  1928. 

The  Iteport  for  the  year  under  review  is  an  Ordinary 
Keport.  It  is  therefore  abridged  in  character,  and 
mainly  statistical.  The  next  Survey  Report  will  be  for 
the  year  1930. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  16'4  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Riding. 

The  death-rate  is  11’8,  compared  with  12‘9  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  51’3  per  1,000 
registered  births.  The  previous  year’s  figure  of  57*8 
was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  up  to  that  time,  but  the 
figure  for  the  veer  under  review  shows  a further 
improvement. 

Diphtheria  has  been  somewhat  prevalent  during 
the  year,  and  the  incidence  of  typhoid  fever  shows  an 
increavse  on  the  two  previous  years.  One  case  of  small- 
pox was  reported. 

The  Local  Nursing  Association  at  Howden  has  been 
discontinued,  and  this  has  necessitated  the  closing  of 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  there. 

The  disastrous  fire  which  occurred  at  the  County 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Driffield  last  September  reduced 
our  available  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases 
from  fifty  beds ' to  twelve,  but  by  the  courtesy  of  the 
Committees  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Bridlington, 
Howden  and  York,  accommodation  tor  infectious 
diseases  was  satisfactorily  provided  during  the  year. 
When  the  new  buildings  are  completed,  the  County  will 
have  a most  up-to-date  Hospital,  which  will  be  well 
equipped,  and  provide  sufficient  accommodation  for  all 
reasonable  demands  for  some  years. 

No  fresh  work  in  connection  with  public  water 
supplies  was  undertaken  during  the  year. 

The  continued  emission  of  a very  fine  dust  from 
the  furnaces  at  the  Cement  Works  at  Melton  has  given 
rise  during  the  year  to  bitter  complaints  from  the 
residents  in  Ferriby  and  district.  The  nuisance  is  very 
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real,  but  with  a determined  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
management  lo  abate  the  same,  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected  that  a material  improvement  in  the  condition 
ot  affairs  will  be  made  eventually. 

I have  to  ex})ress  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  District  Medical 
OtHc'ei's  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  my  staff  for  their 
constantly  loyal  help.

The  relatively  higdi  mortality  rates  for  Pocklington 
and  Driffield,  compared  with  the  other  districts  in  the 
County,  naturally  call  for  comment,  but  a closer 
examination  of  the  figures  shows  that  the  numbers  to  be 
dealt  with  are  so  small  that  no  fair  conclusions  can  be 
drawn.  I might  instance  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
in  the  Sherburn  lUiral  District  in  1927  was  ld5T.  This 
year  it  is  only  18‘5.  It  is  therefore  unfair  when  deal- 
ing with  small  populations  to  complain  of  a high 
mortality  rate  unless  it  is  consistently  high  over  a 
number  of  years,  and  this  has  not  l)een  the  case  in 
the  districts  referred  to.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Two  Hospitals  are  iiiaiiitaiiied  by  the  County 
(■onneil,  one  for  Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Small 
Pox,  and  one  for  Small  Pox  only. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Driffield  was 
almost  c()m{)letelv  destroyed  hy  fire  last  Septemher,  and 
tlie  only  available  accommodation  there  at  present  is  for 
Scarlet  Pevei'  patients  in  the  bri(dv  caibicde  bhxdv.  The 
re-buildiii”'  of  this  Hosj)ital  in  bid(dv  on  up-to-date  lines 
is  about  to  be  put  in  hand.  When  completed,  it  will 
have  a central  administrative  bhadv  with  accommodation 
for  the  staff,  and  three  separate  j)avilions  with 
accommodation  for  ob  j)atients.  Lioditing’  will  be  by 
elefdricity,  and  heatino*  by  steam. 

The  (\)untv  Small  Pox  Hosj)ital  is  situated  at 
Shi])t()n,  near  Market  Wei^d.ton.  It  has  aca'ommodation 
for  about  20  ])atients  in  two  pavilions.  There  is  also  a 
cai'etaker’s  house  with  accommodation  for  nursing  and 
domestic  stall.  This  Hospital  Avas  not  in  use  during 
the  year.  It  seix^es  eighteen  of  the  twenty-three 
Sanitary  Districts  in  the  County. 

Two  other  Hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
Diseases  are  maintained,  one  by  the  Borough  of 
Bridlington  Avith  accommodation  for  30  patients,  and  the 
other  by  the  Rural  District  of  IIoAvden  Avith  accommoda- 
tion for  24  jiatients. 

During  the  year  234  patients  were  admitted  to 
Hospital  from  the  County  Hospital  area,  Avhich 
comprises  sixteen  of  the  tAventy-three  Sanitary 
Authorities  Avhich  make  up  the  Administrative  County. 
Four  patients  Avere  also  admitted  from  other  areas, 
making  a total  of  238.  This  compares  Avith  164  in  1927, 
and  172  in  1926.

The  Borough  of  Bridlington  and  the  Rural  District 
of  Howden  own  and  maintain  their  own  Hospitals, 
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RAYWELL  SANATORIUM. 

This  Liisiituiioii  is  under  the  joint  control  of  the 
(hty  of  York  and  tlie  East  Itidino'  County  Council.  It 
is  a, hold  4 miles  from  (k)ttinghani,  and  2 from  Kirk  Ella. 

It  has  accommodai ion  for  44  adults  and  20  children. 
44ie  building’s  compi’ise  an  administrative  block  with 
accommodation  for  ilie  staff,  avS  well  as  dormitories  for 
the  (diildi-en,  a lIos])ital  iiavilion,  and  j)avilions  for  male 
and  female  ])atieids.  There  is  also  a laundry,  electric 
power  house,  ^'ai'ap’e,  etc.  44ie  site  is  about  fifty  acres 
iu  extent.  A bun^’alow  in  the  ^'rounds  is  provided  for 
the  Resident  ]\Iedical  Othcer. 

Statistics  relating'  to  the  number  of  ])atients  under 
treatment  dui  in^'  the  ^mai’  are  imduded  under  the  head 
“ Tuberculosis,”  on  {)a«’e  27. 

AMBULANCES. 

The  Countv  Coumdl  are  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  of  an  aml)ulance  belono-ing  to  the  Red 
(h’oss  Socdetv-  it  is  ”'arag‘ed  in  Reverley,  and  is  avail- 
able for  the  transport  of  sick  and  injured  persons  within 
any  reasonable  distance.  There  is,  however,  no  coni- 
jiulsion  on  the  o-arao’e  proprietor  to  provide  a driver  on 
call  after  workino’  hours. 

The  ambulance  made  48  journeys,  Avith  a mileage 
of  850,  dui’ing  the  year,  compared  with  78  journe^^s  and 
a mileage  of  1,5()()  in  1927.  The  sum  of  T42  is.  Od. 
was  received  in  fees.  The  charges  to  necessitous  per- 
sons are  reduced,  or  altogether  remitted. 

IMotor  ambulances  are,  of  course,  kept  at  both  the 
County  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Small-pox  Hospital. 

Ambulances  are  also  provided  at  the  Isolation 
Hosjiitals  at  Bridlington  and  HoAvden. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

As  in  preAuous  years,  the  systematic  Ausitation  of  all 
blind  persons  liAung  Avithin  the  County  is  carried  out 
by  a Ausitor  enij)loyed  by  the  Hull  and  East  Riding 
Institute  for  the  Blind.  The  Ausitor  also  giAms  lessons 
in  Braille,  and  superAuses  any  home  Avorkers.  Eull  and 
systematic  reports  on  his  Avork  are  regularly  receHed. 
His  serAUces  are  paid  for  by  the  County  Council. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  register  is  now 
giAmn  as  175,  compared  Avith  176  in  1927.  At  the 
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present  time,  13  peisoiis  are  maintained  at  tlie  Insti- 
tute. Women  workers  are  accommodated  in  the  Hostel, 
l)ut  male  workers  have  to  be  provided  with  lod^'ings  in 
the  vicinity  under  the  p'eneral  supervision  of  the 
Institute.  Two  persons  are  also  maintained  at  the  York 
Blind  School.  One  home  woi’ker  has  heen  p’ranted 
augmentation  of  wages.  Twenty-eight  necessitous  blind 
persons  not  in  receipt  of  poor  law  relief  were  assisted 
by  monetary  grants. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

One  new  licence  for  the  production  of  “ Oi'ade  A ” 
milk  w’as  issued,  making,  with  those  renewed,  a total  of 
ten,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  One  licence  has 
been  granted  by  the  Ministry"  of  Health  for  the  jno- 
duction  of  Certified”  and  two  for*  the  pi-odmdion  of 
” Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested)  ” milk.  One  licence 
has  also'  heen  issued  by  the  Beverley  Bural  District 
Council  for  the  production  of  ” Pasteurised  ” milk  at  a 
farm  in  their  area. 

The  producer  of  ” Grade  A ” milk  mentiojied  in 
my  last  Annual  Rej)ort,  who  had  on  several  occasions 
contravened  the  regulations,  had  his  li(‘ence  revoked. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  on  appeal  (amtiirned  th(‘ 
revocation.  One  producer  also  voluntarily  relin({nish(Ml 
his  licence.  Samples  of  gi'aded  milk  were  taken  for 
examination  on  58  oceasions.  The  following  table  gives 
particulars  of  the  results  : —

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915,

Inhere  is  no  individual  inspecdioii  of  dairy  cattle  in 
the  (\)iintY  for  evidence  of  tubercular  disease  except  in 
the  llorouo-h  of  Beveidey.  »Sanij)les  of  milk  are  however 
laken,  and  examined  both  by  the  microscope  and  by 
animal  inoculation  for  the  ])resence  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  Tb  samples  were  taken  during-  the  year.  Five 
of  these  were  said  to  contain  tubei’cle  bacilli.  Visits  to 
th(‘  farms  implicated,  and,  where  necessary,  further 
examinations  of  the  milk  of  susjiected  beasts  resulted  in 
tlie  detection  and  slaiig'litei*  of  one  animal.  This  is  a 
vei’y  unsatisfactorv  state  of  affairs,  and  the  explanation 
is  {)rol)ably  as  follows: — A visit  to  the  farm  is  made  by 
the  Wterinary  Sur^'eon,  who  fails  tO'  find  any  clinical 
evidence  of  disease,  nor  does  he  sus])ect  any  individual 
beast.  (Iron])  samples  are  taken,  and  probably  one  of 
these  is  I’etuimed  })ositive.  A further  visit  is  paid  to  the 
farm  to  examine  the  individual  cows  of  the  positive 
”‘roup.  This  further  examination  still  fails  to  reveal 
the  diseased  beast.  In  consecpience,  individual  samples 
of  milk  from  ea(di  suspecded  cow’  are  taken  and  sub- 
mitted for  further  examination,  which  possibly  results 
in  the  dete(‘tion  of  the  infected  beast.  ' A visit  to  the 
farm  for  the  pui‘])ose  of  dealino-  with  it  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  is  fruitless,  because,  in  the  mean- 
time, the  beast  has  been  disposed  of  for  some  reason  or 
otliei'.  A])})arently  there  is  no  legal  power  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  the  animal,  nor  to  compel  the  owner  to  state 
that  he  })ro])oses  to  dispose  of  the  beast.  It  would  be 
an  advantag'e  if  the  Regulations  could  be  amended,  so 
as  to  give  j)ower  to  compel  the  owner  of  a herd  which  is 
under  susj)icion  to  notifv  immediatelv  the  disposal  of 
any  beast. 

The  authorities  in  the  City  of  Hull  reported  five 
])ositive  samples  of  milk  sold  in  the  City,  but  produced 
in  the  (k)Tinty.  As  a result  of  visits  to  the  farms  con- 
cerned, two  infected  beasts  were  detected  and 
slaughtered. 

All  the  infected  beasts,  however  detected,  were 
slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

In  the  Borough  of  Beverley,  by  arrangement,  an 
inspection  of  the  cows  is  made  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector  three  times  a year.  No  tubercular  beasts 
were  detected.

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  Avere  tAvo  outbreaks  of  suspected  food  poison- 
ing reported  during  the  A^ear.  One  outbreak,  which 
occuri'ed  near  Drifheld,  aauis  specially  rej)orted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  by  the  ffistrict  Medical  Officer. 
Altogether  about  50  i)ersons  Avere  attacked.  The  cases 
occurred  mainly  in  Tibthorpe  and  North  Dalton.  The 
symptoms  commenced  Avith  abdominal  pain,  cramp  and 
vomiting,  quickly  folloAved  by  seA’ere  diarrhfpa.  In  the 
more  acute  cases  the  temperature  Avas  raised  to  10’)  or  104 
degrees,  and  prostration  Avas  marked,  giving  rise  to 
some  anxiety  but,  fortunately,  no  fatal  ■ termination 
occurred. 

The  cause  of  the  outbreak  Avould  appear  to  be  the 
consumption  of  some  potted  meat  sandAAuches  which  Avere 
infected  Avith  one  of  the  group  of  food  poisoning  bacilli. 

The  other  outbreak  occurred  in  a house  at 
Pocklington.  A family  of  fiA^e  persons  Avere  all  taken 
ill  after  supper,  at  Avhich  a pork  pie  constituted  the 
principal  part  of  the  meal,  and  Avas  consequently  blamed 
for  the  illness.  No  confirmatory  proof  of  this  Avas,  hoAv- 
ever,  forthcoming,  after  careful  tests  and  enquiries  had 
been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Taa'o  members 
of  the  family  died  after  a A-ery  acute  attack  of  diarrhoea 
and  vomiting.

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DEATHS  FROM  PRINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

Tlie  iiinn])ei‘  of  deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal 
epidemic  diseases,  viz.,  smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
dil)hi hei'ia,  wlioopin^’  coii^’h,  fever,  (typhus,  enteric  and 
sim])le  coiitiiiiied)  and  diarrhaui  (under  the  age  of  two 
yeai's)  was  41.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  ’24  per  1,000 
of  the  ])oi)ulat ion,  and  conij)ares  with  a rate  of  ’26  for 
1927. 


SMALL  POX. 


()nly  one  case  occurred  Avithin  the  County.  The 
])atient,  a girl,  was  an  inmate  of  a holiday  camp  at 
('owden.  vShe  had,  however,  left  the  camp  tor  her  home 
in  Hull  hefoi-e  the  disease  was  detected.  Necessary 
pi'ecautions  weie  taken  to  deal  witli  the  bedding  and 
the  sJnpervision  of  contacts  with  satisfactory  results. 
As  this  ])atient  liad  stayed  in  the  camp  for  nearly  a Aveek 
in  (dose  contact  Avith  others,  one  must  assume  that  the 
mild  type  of  smalljuix  is  not  nearly  so  contagious  as  the 
sevei’e  type  of  the  disease,  Avhich  is  highly  infectiA^e. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


Notifications  for  the  year  numhered  222,  compared 
with  264  in  1927.  The  disease  Avas  most  prevalent  in 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District  of  BeA^erley,  and  in  the 
I'rhan  Distinct  of  DritHeld.  Eight  deaths  Avere  recorded 
in  the  County,  conijiared  Avith  7 in  the  previous  year. 

The  notifications  of  this  disease  during  the  past 
three  yeai's  Ikiau^  keen  noticeably  high,  and  in  marked 
contrast  to  the  numbers  received  in  1924  and  1925. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  has  also  been  A’ery  prevalent,  Avith  409 
notifications  during  the  year,  compared  with  235  in  the 
jirevious  year.  In  the  Urban  Districts  there  Avere  151 
cases,  and  in  the  Rural  158.  No  deaths  Avere  recorded 
as  due  to  the  disease. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

TAA'enty-four  cases  Avere  notified,  compared  with  15 
in  the  previous  year.  Sixteen  of  the  cases  Avere  notified 
from  the  Rural  Districts,  and  eight  from  the  Urban. 
There  Avere  three  deaths.  Eleven  of  the  16  cases  notified 
in  the  Rural  Districts  occurred  in  Rocklington,  and  most 
of  these  had  reference  to  a localized  outbreak  of  para- 
ty])hoid  feA^er  in  the  willage  of  Shiptonthorpe,  the  source 
of  Avliich  Avas  untraced.  The  local  Avater  supply  Avas 
ruled  out  as  the  cause. 
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PUERPERAL  FEVER  (INCLUDING  PYREXIA) 

and 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  were  six  iiotifications  of  jnierperal  fever,  -U 
of  pyrexia  and  6 of  oplitlialinia  neonatorum.  These 
diseases  are  again  referred  fo  in  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  section  of  this  Re])ort. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year.  The  County  (h)un(‘il  have  no 
laboratory  of  their  own,  but,  by  an  arraiigeinent  with 
the  Local  Sanitaiy  Authorities,  whereby  the  cost  is 
divided  eciuaily  between  the  County  and  District 
Councils,  practitioners  may  send  to  certain  laboratories 
any  specimens  on  whitdi  they  need  an  oj)inion  as  an  aid 
to  diagnosis.  Six  of  the  Councils  make  use  of  a 
laboratory  in  Scarborough,  three  of  a laboratory  in 
York,  and  the  remainder  send  specimens  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  in  London.

During  the  year  75  si)ecimeiis  were  sent  for 
laboratory  examination,  of  which  nnniber  70  were  sent 
by  medical  practitioners,  and  the  I'emainder  by  the 
Clinic  Medical  Officer.  These  figures  refer  to  the  Clinics 
at  York  and  Leeds  only.

Xo  action  was  iaken  during'  tlie  year  under  the 
Ibihlic  Health  (Rrevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Kegula- 
tions,  1925,  which  contain  jio^vers  to  jirevent  persons 
sulfei'ing  friim  tubei'c.ulosis  from  engaging  in  any 
employment  or  oc.cujiation  in  connection  with  a dairy 
whi(di  would  involve  the  milking  of  cows,  the  treatment 
of  milk,  or  the  handling  of  vessels  used  for  containing 
milk.  Nor  was  it  found  necessary  to  obtain  an  order 
under  Section  ()2  of  the  Ibiblic,  llealth  Act,  1925,  tor 
the  conipiilsoiy  rmnoval  to  Hospital  of  a ])erson  suffering 
from  t uberculosis. 


The  Sidiool  Xiui'ses  visit  the  majority  of  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  also  keep  under  supervision 
all  ])atients  who  have  undergone  Sanatorium  treatment. 
The  nunibei*  of  visits  jiaid  dui'ing  the  year  was  1,117. 

l^lxtra  nouiishment  Avas  granted  to  32  persons  as 
part  of  their  treatment. 

There  Avere  'Uiti  attendances  at  the  Central  Dis- 
pensary at  Beverley,  and,  in  addition,  the  Tuberculosis 
()tlice]“  paid  141  Ausits  to  ])atients  in  their  own  homes. 

SeAmuty-eight  iiatients  contributed  toAvards  the 
cost  of  theii-  treatment  in  residential  institutions,  the 
total  amount  receiA^ed  being  £234  11s.  8d.

The  Local  Nursing'  Association  at  Howden  was 
discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  year  owin^  to  tlie 
inadequate  financial  snpj)ort  locally. 

In  addition  to  the  Local  Anrsing  Associations 
mentioned,  there  are  other  independent  Associations  at 
Leverle}",  Bridlington  and  llessle.  There  is  also  the 
lAist  Biding-  Nursing  Association,  with  headquarters 
at  Driffield,  which  employs  a nnmher  of  cottage  nurses. 
In  ordinary  circumstances,  the  nurses  are  C)nly  available 
for  siibscribei-s,  but  non-subscril)ers  may  obtain  the 
services  of  a niii'se  on  payment  of  s])ecial  fees.  The 
nurses  are  not  certified  mid  wives,  nor  fully  trained. 
The  Association  is  (piite  independent  of  the  (h)unt,v 
Council,  although  they  are  given  a grant  of  £200 
annually  towai-ds  the  intensive  training  which  every 
eiirolled  nurse  receives.  A grant  of  £50  for  a similar 
purpose  is  also  made  to  the  llessle  Nursing  Association. 

PROVISION  OF  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Four  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  were  sent 
for  treatment  to  the  Kirbymoorside  Hospital.  The 
cases  were: — Club  feet  (2),  infantile  ])araly.sis  (1),  Fi-bs 
paralysis  (1).  On  discharge  the  children  attend  at  the 
(flini(*  at  Driffield  for  aftei-  care  supervision  bv  the 
Resident  Siu-geon  of  the  Hospital. 

MATERNITY  HOMES. 

The  County  Council  established  a small  Home  at 
Dritfield  in  1921  for  the  reception  of  ordinary  confine- 
ment cases.  Accommodation  is  provided  for  three 
patients,  but  it  is  possible  to  admit  five  at  one  time. 
There  is  a resident  midwife,  and  the  Inspector  of  Mid- 
wives also  lives  in  the  Home.  In  the  same  building 
the  Infant  Welfare,  Orthopaedic  and  Dental  Clinics  are 
held.

Fifty  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  com- 
pai-ed  u iili  42  in  11)27  and  31)  in  192().  The  usual  stay 
is  al)ont  14  days.  44ie  weekly  (diarge  for  treatment  has 
l)eeii  iixed  at  the  low  figure  of  3)()s.,  but  this  is  reduced 
or  I'emiiied  in  necessitous  (*.ases.  The  sum  of  <£158  17s. 
was  I'eceived  in  fees.  Tliei'e  was  one  death  in  the  Home 
fi'oni  nej)ln‘itis  after  (U)ntinenient.

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

Seven  Homes  have  been  registered.  One  is 
registered  solely  for  maternity  cases,  three  for  both 
maternity  and  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  three  for 
medical  and  surgical  cases  only.  No  very  stringent 
regulations  have  been  imposed  on  applicants  for 
registration.  If  the  applicant  has  a suitable  house,  with 
bath-room  and  proper  sanitary  accommodation,  registra- 
tion is  granted. 
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44ie  position  so  far  as  the  coiuitry  districts  are 
concei'ued  really  resolvt's  itself  into  this,  that  it  is  better 
to  i-e^'ist('r  and  have  tin'  ri^'ht  of  inspection  than  to 
refuse,  knowing-  that  in  all  j)i‘o])ability  confinenient 
cases  will  he  (dandestint'lv  admitted  to  premises  over 
wliich  ther('  is  no  control,  ddiere  is  the  further  j)oint 
lliat.  medical  practitioners  very  naturally  have  cases 
■which  they  would  like  to  have  under  the  care  of  nnrses 
ratin'!’  tlian  tieat  the  patients  in  their  own  homes.  The 
patients  tln'inseives  may  ohjecd  to  enter  (leneral 
Ilos[)itals,  and  cannot  afford  the  hit’ll  fees  char«‘ed  at 
many  [»iivat('  musing’  institutions.  The  smaller  Ilome 
is  therefoi’e  of  I'eal  use  to  the  community.  There  is  the 
fnrthei'  safe^'uai’d  that  pi'act i t ionei’s  are  hardly  likely  to 
sn])port  a Home  unless  it  is  etficiently  nursed  and 
adniinist('red.  Hxemi)tion  has  been  ^’ranted  in  respect 
of  four  small  (renei’al  Hos])ita)s  and  one  iSiirsinp’  Home 
not  carri('d  on  for  o’ain. 

(hie  a])j)lication  from  a Sanitary  Authority  for 
deleo'ation  of  the  duties  under  Section  1)  (2)  was  refused. 

MIDWIYES  ACTS,  1902  AND  1918.

As,  hoAveAU'r,  sli^’ht 
delay  iji  obtaining’  tieatnient  nniA^  mean  disaster  to  the 
(diild,  it  AAa)uld  he  as  well  it  the  District  JMedical  ()fficei‘, 
on  i'ecei[)t  ot  the  j)i'iniary  notification,  AAould  also  al 
once  satisty  hiinselt  that  all  is  sat istactory  as  re^-ards 
ade(piate  treatment. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PYREXIA. 

Xotifications  Avere  receiA’ed  ot  six  cases  ot  t(*ver  and 
thirty-one  ot  j)yiexia.  As  di  tormer  A'eais,  1 giAU  below 
a table  in  simple  form  shoAving  the  mortality  rate  oA’er 
a series  ot  years  tor  puerperal  feA^-er  as  Avell  as  for  other 
maternal  deaths.  The  total  ot  13  maternal  deaths  tf)r 
the  yeai’  is  high.  A i-efer-ence  to  the  table  Avill  shoAv  that 
since  1924  there  has  been  a considerable  drop  in  the 
mortality  rate,  ddie  rate  tor  the  yeai"  under  re\u’eAA’  is 
therefore  disappointing,  as  it  aauis  hoped  that  the 
improA’enient  AA’ould  be  maintained.  The  inci’eased 
mortality  is  not  due  to  pueiperal  teAur,  but  to  other 
accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy.  It  is  significant 
that  80%  of  the  latter  deaths  occurred  in  the  Rural 
Districts  AAdiere  skilled  midAA'ifery  assistance  is  not  so 
readily"  axm liable. 

Four  patients  suffering  from  [Auerpeifal  feAmr  oi' 
pyrexia  Avere  removed  to  hospital.  Xo  reipiests  for  a 
specialist  consultation  Avere  received,  luit  in  one  case  a 
trained  nurse  AA'as  supplied. 

Enquiry  is  iioaa’  made  Avith  the  co-o})ei'ation  of  the 
practitioner  concerned  into  every  maternal  death.  Only 
one  enquiry  AA'as  made  in  1928,  as  the  detailed  foimis 
Avere  not  issued  until  near  the  end  of  the  Auar.  Dui’ing 
the  present  year  CA'ei'V  death  Avill  be  in(|uired  into.
